This Application has been examined. The claims 1-8 are pending. The examination 
results are as following. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . Examiner has received an Electronic Information Disclosure Statement. However, 
Examiner has not received the 1449-form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lapstun et al. (US 



Regarding claim 1, Lapstun et al. disclose in figure 8, a method for associating metadata 
with a document having a metadata storage device (see computer system having 
handwritten on a paper associate with identify and coded data, see column 2, lines 57-67) 
comprising initializing a pointing instrument (pen 101, figure 8); recognizing a metadata 
mode (see figure 49); sending metadata to a processor; receiving metadata from the

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processor (see column 2, lines 20-34); and storing the metadata in the metadata storing 
device (see column 2, lines 13-33). 

Regarding claim 2, Lapstun et al. disclose receiving a process metadata command (see 
figure 38), wherein the pointing instrument is a digital pen (101, figure 8-9). 

Regarding claims 3-4, Lapstun et al. disclose, wherein the metadata is penstroke data 
captured from a predefined area of the document (see column 4, lines 53-57), and an 
inherent rf-id tag. 

Regarding claims 5-6, Lapstun et al. disclose wherein the metadata is pen stroke data 
captured from first subset or all pen strokes made on the document (see column 4, lines 
53-57). 

Regarding claim 7, Lapstun et al. disclose wherein the metadata includes biometric data 
(see figure 21). 



Regarding claim 8, Lapstun et al. disclose the method comprising storing an e-copy of the 
document strokes to the metadata storage (see print a copy of document, see column 25, 
lines 50-57).
